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2. BEGIN TEXT: 

GENERAL PRINCIPLES. "OUR GOVERNMENT WILL PURSUE A DYNAMIC 
FOREIGN POLICY ATTACHING PRIORITY TO NATIONAL SECURITY, TAKING 
CORE IN ESTABLISHING AN EQUITABLE EQUILIBRIUM BETWEEN THE 
INTERESTS OF OUR COUNTRY AND THOSE OF OTHER NATIONS. PRIMARILY 
OUR NEIGHBORS AND THE COUNTRIES OF THE REGION, EMBRACING AS A 
PRINCIPAL CORRECTNESS. CONSISTENCY AND FRANKNESS." 

3. DEFENSE PROBLEMS. "SITUATED AS IT IS IN THE MOST SENSITIVE 
REGION OF THE WORLD, TURKEY CANNOT ALLOW ITS NATIONAL DEFENSE 
TO BE DEPENDENT ON THE DECISIONS OR INDECISIONS OF OTHER COUNTRIES. 

THOUGH IT HAS FOR MANY YEARS CONTRIBUTED. FAR BEYOND

THIS PAINFUL EXPERIENCE HAS CLEARLY SHOWN THE RISKS

SOURCE." 

4. NEW NATIONAL SECURITY CONCEPT. "OUR GOVERNMENT CONSIDERS

IT TO BE ONE OF OUR MOST URGENT PROBLEMS, TO FORMULATE 
A NATIONAL SECURITY CONCEPT IN KEEPING WITH ITS OWN REQUIREMENTS 
AND CAPABILITIES. THIS SHULD BE A CONCEPT WHICH SHOULD TAKE 
INTO CONSIDERATION NOT ONLY THE IMPORTANCE OF OUR MEMEBERSHIP

PART. THE TURKISH ARMED FORCES HAVE CONSTANTLY CONTRIBUTED TO 
THE DEVLOPMENT OF TURKEY IN ALL FIELDS, TO THE HAPPINESS, PEACE

HOWEVER, AT A TIME WHEN AND IN A REGION WHERE THE 
ARAMAMENTS RACE CONTINUES UNABATED, TURKEY HAS TO DEAL WITH AS

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12. BALANCEING FOREIGN RELATIONS AND DEFENSE. "OUR GOVERNMENT 
BELIEVES THAT FOREIGN POLICY IS INSEPARABLE FROM NATIONAL DEFENSE 
POLICY. IN THIS BELIEF, WHILE IT WORKS OUT A NATIONAL SECIRYT 
CONCEPT WHICH WOULD REFRAIN FROM BASING TURKEY S DEFENSE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EXCESSIVELY ON EXTERNAL SUPPORT AND ON A CERTAIN SINGLE SOURCE, 

IT WILL ALSO MAKE THE NECESSARY ADJUSTMENTS IN THE FOREIGN POLICY 
ACCORDINGLY. BASING ITS RELATIONS WITH THE COUNTRIES OF THE REGION 
UPON MUTUAL CONFIDENCE AND COMMON INTEREST AND IT WILL TRY

RELATIONS, COOPERATION AND SOLIDARITY ESPECIALLY WITH REGIONAL

17. DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. "IN INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC QUESTIONS,

AN ECONOMIC STRENGTH THAT IT WILL BE ABLE TO SUPPORT ALSO THE 
COMMON PROBLEMS OF THE DEVELOPINT COUNTRIES AND WHICH ARE 

IN SEARCH OF A NEW WORLD ECONOMIC ORDER. FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT

EQUITABLE ORDER IN THE WORLD. OUR GOVERNMENT WILL TAKE SPECIAL 
CARE TO MAKE TURKEY A MODEL COUNTRY IN THIS FIELD. 

THE POLITICAL CRISIS WHICH IS GOING ON IN OUR COUNTRY FOR
